"However, Mr. Lund has issued 
a revised letter dated Jan. 16, 1270, 
ta order to eliminate any question 
as to whether a service technician 
may reeptamend warranty work 
not requested by a customer and 
the manner of toccanmending the 
performance of war r a nty work. 
This revision should clarify and 
assure a complete understanding 
of Chevrolet's position on war- 
ranty work." 

In the letter released by Sen. 
Hart, Mr. ’Land Bated some rules 
far dealers to follow in an effort 
to reduce warranty costs. The 
first was: 

"Unless a safety defect is dis- 
covered, no warranty work is to be 
performed unless requested by the 
customer and needed."

L.A.’s Cardinal McIntyre, 83, 
Retires; Opponent of Reform 


VATICAN CITY. Jan. 21 (USD. 
—James Francis Cardinal McIn- 
tyre, 83, the controversial, conserva- 
tive archbishop of Los Angeles, has 
resigned, thp Vatican nTn-immiwi 
today. 

The Vatican- said that cardinal 
McIntyre asked to be relieved of 
his post because of his advanced 
age and Pope Paul 'VI accepted the 
resi gnatio n 

The announcement made no 
mention of a successor. 

Cardinal McIntyre will be 84 on 
June 25. He has served 21 years as 
archbishop of Los Angeles, Amer- 
ica’s fourth largest Roman Catholic 
archdiocese with a membership of 
1.6 million persons. 

He is one of the most conserva- 


tive Roman Catholic leaders in the 
United States and has been involv- 
ed to a series of controversies with 
priests, nuns and laymen over such 
questions as -civil rights and church 
reforms. 

Opposed Reforms 
During the Second Vatican Coun- 
cil. he consistently spoke out 
against liberal reforms to thw 
church. 

_ Cardinal McIntyre will be suc- 
ceeded by the Most Rev. Timothy 
Manning. Bishop Manning, former-

ly the ordinary of Fresno, Calif, 
was coadjutor bishop to Cardinal 
McIntyre with the right of suc- 
cession. Bishop Manning- -was bom 
on Oct. 15, 1909, to the diocese of 
Cork, Ireland, and was consecrated 
an auxiliary bishop in Los Angeles 
on Oct. 15, 1946. He will become 
an archbishop upon receipt of the 
pallium from Pope Paul VI. 

Cardinal McIntyre is one of ten 
American cardinals. Pope Plus ~^tt 
gave him the red hat on Jan. 12, 
1953, making him the first cardinal 
of the American Far West. 

His first major controversy ex- 
ploded to 1964 when two Los An- 
geles priests accused him of falling 
to exercise leadership to civil rights, 
particularly to the field of equal 
rights for Negroes. 

A group of Los Angeles Roman 
Ca th olic laymen also criticized the 
c ardina l’s position an civil rights. 
He also has been criticized for de- 
laying implementation of liturgical 
reforms approved by the Vatican 
Council.

Scientists Seek Treatment 


Body’s Enzymes Seen as Cause of Blindness 


• By John Getze ’ ' 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 2L— Some 
of the body’s own enzymes are 
among the main. -causes of blind- 
ness; according to . a Harvard oph- 
thalmologist. - - 

He between- 5 and 10 million 
people, most of them Inhabitants 
of undeveloped nations, are. totally 
or partly bond from diseases of 
the cornea caused by bacterial or 
viral infections, -fungi, chemical 
bums or other injuries. 

But no matter what the direct 
cause, the baste reason for the 
bBndness was “enzyme action,” 
Dr. Claes petohnan. Harvard pro- 
fessor of ophthalmology, said here 
yesterday. 

He- and Dr.. Harvey S te . ns k y , also 
of - Harvard, discovered the role of 
enzymes In corneal disease.- They 
are now studying ways of correct- 
ling enzymes' effects. 


- Dr. Pohlman was a- speaker at 
a convention of eye and ear spe- 
cialists hare. 

"When the surfaee layer of the 
cornea is damaged by. any -caise, 
the Injured cells. ' begin ' releasing 
the enzymes that ‘digest* the-comea 
itself, causing small ulcers,” Sr. 
Dohknan said in an interview. 

He said these, if not 

stopped, will spread and eventually 
perforate the cornea, causing blind- 
ness or obscured vision.' 

He and Dr: S&nsky and a team 
of Harvard investigators have 
studied two ways of treating these 
ulcers. 

Bye Drops 

One way. previously tested on 
animate, is to prevent the spread- 


ing -Of ul ce ration by using enzyme 
Inhibitors in eye drops.

! Another possible treatment is to 
remove the surface layer of the 
cornea and to glue on a large 
contact lens that protects the cor- 
nea from the enzymes. 

Dr. Dohhnan said tests are now 
being made, but he Is not sure 
how permanently the lens win 
protect the cornea. 

He also reported a new develop- 
ment in the treatment of corneas 
already perforated by ulcers. 

Until recently, surgery- -of an 
especially tricky kind had- been 
necessary to correct -the perfocra- 




tipns. But It has been discovered 
at Harvard that new adhesives can 
be dabbed onto the perforation, Dr. 
Dohlman said. He said the best 
are called eyanocrylates. 

These form a new surface over 
the hole to the cornea, keeping it 
toom ' spreading and allowing the 
tissues to heal by themselves.

Economic planning and rules for 
the renewal of party membership 
cards Are announced items on the 
agenda of the forthcoming plenary 
meeting, which has been postponed 
at least three times since early 
November. 

In a separate article in Rude 
Pravo, a spokesman for Mr. Hu s a k . 
Jaroslav Korinefc, said today that 
the susbtitution of new party mem- 
bership cards for old ones would be 
an important step toward the re- 
gime's consolidation. It has already 
been announced that the replace- 
ment of membership cards would 
be coupled with Ideological and 
loyalty checks for every holder, and 
result in another broad purge. 

However, Mr. Husak's spokesman 
reiterated today the party chiefs 
advocacy of selective, rather than 
^discriminate and vindictive, purg- 
ing methods. Stressing that all 
"rightist opportunist", meaning lib- 
eral, elements must be ousted from 
the rank and file. Mr. Husak's 
spokesman explained: "It would be 
Incorrect to evaluate members only 
by one short period of activity in 
the party. All their earlier and 
present attitudes must be taken into 
consideration together with their 
moral »r*d professional qualities.''

Dr. Vincent Reddish, senior prin- 
cipal scientific adviser at the Royal 
Observatory here, tc‘ ’ a news con- 
ference: 

"We will now be able to seek 
answers to questions that if was 
pointless even to ask before we had 
this machine.

Schmidt telescope. Its electronic 
equipment interprets automatically 
the thousands of dots-^or star 
images— recorded on each photo- 
graphic plate of Its camera. 

In effect. It brings automation 
to a task once limited to the ca- 
pacity of the human eye. 

Dr. Reddish said the device can 
measure the accuracy of a star's 
position to one micron— one thou- 
sandth of a millimeter. 

The machine's findings, he pre- 
dicted, could well change the views 
now Tield by astronomers - about 
bow stars are formed. 

“This may well start a new era 
of optical astronomy," said Prof. 
H. A. Brack, Astronomer Royal. for 
Scotland. 

The Galaxy is manufactured by 
Faul-Coradi Scotland Ltd. and sells 
for 3264,000. The company says It 
has had Inquiries from the United 
States. 

The device Is eight feet long, 
feet wide, seven feet b!c\ and 
weighs 8.6 tons.

Unofficial sources said main 
evidence against the two men at 
the week-long trial consisted of 
documents they had written and 
signed protesting against .treat- 
ment of Crimean Tartars and 
against trials of fellow dissenters. 

Both m e n , who were arrested 
last year, were among 54 signato- 
ries of an appeal to the United 
Nations last May alleging viola- 
tions of hu m an rights in the Soviet 
Union.

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From Obscure to Unknown 


fti naming Judge G. Harrold Carswell to 
the Supreme Court, President Nixon has 
displayed more glaringly than ever a talent 
for seeking out undistinguished candidates 
for the high bench. 

Clement P. Haynsw.orth, though chief 
lodge of a circuit court of appeals, was far 
below Supreme Court stature in scholarli- 
ness, range of mind and sensitivity to Judi- 
cial proprieties. The man selected after he 
failed to win Senate confirmation— Judge 
Carswell only seven months on the appel- 
late bench— Is so totally lacking in profes- 
sional distinction, so wholly unknown for 
Cogent opinions or learned writings, that the 
appointment is a shock. It almost suggests 
an intention to reduce the significance of 
the court by lowering the caliber of Its mem- 
bership.

The Stale of the 

West German Chancellor Willy Brandt's 
“State of the Nation" address contributed 
notable clarity and focus to his policy of 
European reconciliation. The concept of 
“two states (West and East Germany) In 
one (German) nation" Is apt. It expresses 
the two parts, and keeps Intact the purpose 
of eventual reunification. This Is the Brandt 
policy: to seek “contacts" on specific issues 
with East Germany and to leave “one Ger- 
many" to be achieved by "later generations." 
No German leader since the war has had 
the political courage to admit what every- 
one else In and out of Germany has con- 
ceded, indeed, has insisted on: that Ger- 
many will not be reunified for a long, long 
time. Now that Mr. Brandt has cracked 
that myth, he Is In a position to make 
policy realistically. 

Specifically, Mr. Brandt realizes that a 
German peace treaty is too remote to guide 
current requirements. As an alternative, he 
offers to negotiate “renunciation of force" 
agreements with Moscow and East Europe. 
These are not to be merely catalogues of 
lofty generalities but vehicles for normal- 
izing relations ("the basis for regulating 
Individual solvable political problems"). Bonn 
Is already negotiating with Moscow and is 
soon to begin with Warsaw.; Prague and 
Budapest appear ready. All of them— some 
more, some less— want better relations with 
Germany now. 

The stumbling block, of course. Is East 
Germany, which fears that normalization 
will dislodge Communist power. A few 
weeks ago Pankow’a Walter Ulbricht sent 
Mr. Brandt, on a take-it-or-leave-lt basis, 
a draft treaty for mutual diplomatic recog- 
nition. The Brandt government, which con- 
tends the two German states are not "for- 


No one who cares about the country wants 
justices or anyone else to impose their view- 
points os such.

He may in time duplicate the growth in 
wisdom and in stature that others have 
experienced In their years on the court. But 
It Is hardly sound policy to name a man to 
the Supreme Court on the theory that It 
may do him a world of good.

Chancellor Brandt, In his address, flatly 
ruled out diplomatic recognition of Pankow, 
while proposing that a renunciation -of-force 
agreement be negotiated. Mr. Brandt also 
gave Moscow and Warsaw a lever with which 
to pry Pankow. He said Bonn would not 
participate in the “European security con- 
ference" Moscow and Warsaw desire, until 
there Is "some positive beginning in the 
Inter-Gennan sphere.” That Moscow and 
Warsaw did lean on that lever was Indicated 
by Mr. Ulbricht Monday in his first open 
news conference since the Berlin Wall went 
up in 1961. He does not insist on Bonn's 
formal recognition first, Mr. Ulbricht said, 
before political discussions begin. This is 
progress; not much, but progress. 

Apart from the stickiness of the East, Mr. 
Brandt has two other burrs on his hands. 
The first Is his Christian Democratic parlia- 
mentary opposition which, standing firm on 
traditionalism and apprehension, charges 
him with abandoning the national goal of 
reunification in favor of a diplomatic will- 
o’-the wisp. Mr. Brandt’s answer is that he 
is just acknowledging, realistically, a delay 
in implementation of that goal oven while 
moving more surely toward it. The second 
burr is the attitude of Germany’s allies, 
particularly the United States, which has 
yet to Incorporate fully into its policy the 
Brandt perception of long-haul staged Eu- 
ropean reconciliation “only in alliance with 
others." Bonn seeks and needs its allies* 
collaboration, and they must be forthcom- 
ing with It.

The Arabs are preparing for a bigger war, 
and the Israelis are bound to reciprocate.

The Politics of Education 


’^WASHINGTON — Anybody who 
W wants to understand the fight 
between Congress and the Presi- 
dent on the issue of education 
versus Inflation nhnnid tniv to 
Charles W. Lee, a jovial, roly-poly 
former Senate aide who is the 
chief Washington strategist of 
what Is, after the military-indus- 
trial wwipiw, the most potent lob- 
by in town — the medicine- educa- 
tion complex. -s. 

“We’re second," Mr. Lee ac- 
knowledges, “but we try harder.” 
And this year the try on educa- 
tion appropriations was so hard 
that the Democrats found them- 
selves locked into a confrontation 
with the President they may live 
to regret. 

Behind all this lies a decade of. 
development in the politics of educa- 
tion on the will- Back in the Ei- 
senhower years, when the Issue of 
federal aid to schools first sur- 
faced, it was relatively easy for the 
penny-pinchers to hold the fort. 
They Invoked inflation and then 
divided the supporters of big fed- 
eral outlays by introducing the 
Issues of racial segregation and 
support for religious schools. 

Cohen Technique 

To move around that blockade, 
there was developed a blts-and- 
pleces technique by Wilbur Cohen, 
a professor at the University of 
M i chi gan who, during the Ken- 
nedy-Johnsan years, served the 
Department of Health. Education 
and Welfare successively as assist- 
ant secretary, under secretary and 
secretary. The bits-and-pleces 
technique substituted for across- 
the-board education programs, 
highly specific measures custom- 
tailored to particular vested in- 
terests. 

Thus a bin for buying books would 
enlist the support of librarians; 
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one for d ormi tory construction 
would engage college officials; an- 
other for school construction would 
be backed by local boards of edu- 
cation. In each case, the start-up 
costs for the program were almost 
negligible so It was hard to in- 
voke foe Inflationary argument. 
The interested parties became or- 
ganized as pote nt lob bies — often by 
being taken on HEW advisory com- 
mittees. The intensity of their 
interest and its narrow focus ena- 
bled them to elude general argu- 
ments about race and religion. And 
thus the ground was laid for the 
enormous rise in educational pro- 
grams and appropriations that 
took place in the Kennedy-John- 
son years. 

The lobbies whistled up by the 
bits-and-pleces technique did not 
die when the Nixon administration 
took office. On the contrary, they 
were fused by Mr. Lee into a single 
mechanism far defending against 
appropriations cutbacks. 

Broad Grouping 

That mechanism is the Emergen- 
cy Committee for Fan Funding of 
Education Programs. It groups 
some 70 interested parties — ranging 
in size from the giant National 
Education Association to such midg- 
ets as the Appalachian Educa- 
tional Lab and the Saranac com- 
munity Schools. On key votes, 
all through last summer it mobi- 
lized a stream of doctors, teachers, 
principals, nuns and librarians to 
work an strategic congressional 
leaders lor full funding of all edu- 
cation programs. 

One result was an education ap- 
propriation that went way beyond 
administration requests all down 
th» nne. Where administration 
requested nothing lor school libra- 
ries, the House and Senate agreed 
on $80 million. Where the ad- 


ministration sought $86 million for 
wrin rating the handicapped, the 
House and Senate agreed on $100 
milium- Where the administration 
MAVwri for $202 million to help 
schools In areas affected by fed- 
eral projects (federally impacted 
areas) the House and Senate 
agreed on $600 million. And where 
the administration asked a total 
HEW education appropriation of 
$2j billion for fiscal 1970, the 
House-Senate conference agreed on 
$3.2 billion. 

The second result was that When 
the President picked out the edu- 
cation appropriation as a place to 
stand and fight against inflation, 
the Democrats were positioned. 
With the medicine- education com- 
plex standing behind them, they 
could not turn around and com- 
promise when the President threat- 
ened to veto the HEW appropria- 
tion. Instead they have been 
obliged to stand behind the bill, 
take a veto, and then go through 
the effort to override the veto. 

Some Democrats, to be sure, fed 
that stand is good politics. And, 
no doubt, some Republican sena- 
tors con gressmen who are farc- 
ed to come out against education 
win be made to pay for it in the 
fail elections. But very few, for 
in the end the veto will probably 
be sustained and the appropria- 
tions whittled down, with a final 
difference in outlay so small no- 
body will r ememb er what hap- 
pened. 

Moreover, Mr. Nixon is using the 
issue to swing from a soft-line, low 
profile fight against inflation to a 
tough and highly visible stand. That 
stance Is good economics and even 
better politics. And the Democrats 
are probably going to learn once 
again how cheerless it Is to slug 
It out with a President who is doing 
battle against i nfl ation. 


C AMBRIDGE, Mass— while con- 
gress was enjoying the vaca- 
tion that ended Monday, the com- 
puter over at Congressional Quar- 
terly ICQ), the private news- 
research organization that makes 
the most careful audits of con- 
gressional voting, has been spew- 
ing out a wealth of statistics about 
who did what to whom during the 
first round of President Nixon's 
bout with the Democratic Con- 
gress. 

The most intriguing finding is 
one that casts a good deal of 
doubt on the “Southern strategy" 
that many of us have Imputed to 

the administration. 

CQ found that the President en- 
joyed considerable success last 
year, winning 74 percent of the 
roll-call votes on which he had 
tairPTi a clear-cut advance posi- 
tion. This was a somewhat lower 
score than either Eisenhower, Ken- 
nedy or Johnson racked up In his 
first year in office— but each of 
th«n enjoyed the advantage of 
working with a Congress controlled 
by his own party. Considering the 
ppjticnw differences, the 1968 ses- 
sion was not a bad showing for 
Mr. Nixon— not by a long shot. 

Two- thirds of his victories came 
with bipartisan support. Majorities 
in both parties, for example, back- 
ed him on such key votes as the 
ratification of the Nuclear Non- 
proliferation Treaty and the au- 
thorization of the draft lottery* 
Most of the remaining Nixon 
victories came on partisan tests 
where Republicans picked up 
rnrrng h defecting Democrats to 
win. Examples of such victories In- 
cluded the House votes on the 
original to* bill arid on the Phil- 
adelphia Plan for minority hir- 
ing. 

The Interesting point that 
emerges from the CQ studies is 
the rarity of the Nixon victories 
that can be attributed to t hat 
Vi nar y monster, “the Conservative 
Coalition.” 

The coalition, as defined by CQ, 
jg an alliance of the majority of 
the voting Republicans and the 
majority of voting Southern Demo- 
crats against the majority of vot- 
ing Northern Democrats. Consider- 
ing tha t Republicans and Southern 
Democrats up three-fifths of 
the membership of both House and 
Senate and considering all that 
has been said about the administra- 
tion’s “Southern strategy” by this 
reporter and others. One would ex- 
pect to see the coalition active on 
Mr. Nixon’s behalf. 

Well. CQ found that the coali- 
tion appeared In 27 percent of the 
roll calls during the year and 
won 68 percent of the tests in 
which it was involved — both fig- 
ures being the second highest in 
the past decade. 

But those statistics are less im- 
pressive than they seem. Only 30 
of the 114 Conservative Coalition 
roll came on issues where the 
President bail taken a stand and on 
only 21 of the 30 occasions did the 
coalition agree with Mr. Nixon.

^WASHINGTON. — A big change 
VT taking place in the Ianguos 


is 

taking place in the language 
of politics. Officials are not only 
talking about home affairs rather 
than foreign affairs these days and 
tossing around a new vocabulary 
of environment, pollution, and 
ecology, but they are talking about 
“control of the g rowth of popu- 
lation.” 

They are saying, in short, that 
the United States will not be able 
to "control" pollution of the atmos- 
phere or the rivers and the seas 
unless it “controls” the population 
of the United States, and this 
word control is being used quite 
consciously now as a substitute far 
“family planning.” 

For example, In a speech that 
was approved not only by the 
Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Robert Finch, but by 
President Nixon personally, Dr. 
Roger O. Egeberg was authorised 
to make important distinction: 

"Wb talk about family planning,” 
Egeberg said. “We champion the 
principles of free choice— freedom 
of conscience, freedom from co- 
ercion of any kind. But what 

does freedom of choice in family 
planning Imply In the present state 
of society? It Implies enormous 
population growth for the simple 

reason that the typical American 

family, if it can, win elect to have 
three children, not two. Thus, 
family planning, in the present 
state of things, win lead to in- 
tractable population growth— to 300 
million Americans by the year 
2000 . . . .” 

Objective Zero 

Dr. Lee A. DuBridge. the science 
adviser to Nixon, has been develop- 
ing the same theme, but bringing 
It down to a more specific objective 
of reducing our population growth 
rate to zero, of insuring that there 
be no more births than deaths. 
He puts this as delicately as pos- 
sible in the form of questions, but 
his meaning Is perfectly clear: 

“Fertility,’' he says, “has been 
the key to the survival of every 
apodes. And now for the first time 
In earth’s history, there has emerg- 
ed one creature for which fertility 
is not a blessing but a curse. That 
creature is man. . . . Can we reverse 
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the urges of a billion years of 
evolving life? Can we reverse the 
cultural tradi tio ns of thousands of 
years of human civilization? We 
can." 

Now, here is a really stupendous 
issue of national and even world 
politics, overriding In tts scope and 
implications all others, far it. in- 
volves even the fundamental issue 
of war for survival- Add It Is 
interesting that tide population 
question is now being faced more 
directly by a conservative admin- 
istration than by any other that 
preceded It. 

It is not so many years ago that 
President P3aenhower, when asked 
what he thought of government 
action to encourage birth control, 
replied that he couldn't think of 
any subject that was more private 
or less appropriate far government 
concern. 

Direct Link 

Still, Nixon was the first Ameri- 
can President to send a message 
to the Congress on population con- 
trol alone, and it is dear, even 
mare from the private discussions 
of his aides than from their public 
speeches, that the administration 
Intends not only to talk a great 
deal about pollution control but to 
link it directly to the control of the 
population of the country. 

What does this mean? It dearly 
does not mean that the government 
is going to try to tell parents that 
they can have only one or two 
children, as it now says they can 
have only one spouse at a time. 
But it does mean that we are on 
the verge of a massive education 
program to persuade the people 
that uncontrolled population growth 
can be disastrous for their children 
or grandchildren. 

The mathematics implica- 
tions of the problem are presently 
beyond common comprehension. 
After three centuries of steady 
population growth, the United 
States didn’t reach its first 100 mil- 
lion people until 1917. Fifty yeare 
later the population was 200 mil- 
lion, and it will be 300 million, at 
present rates of growth, by the end 
of the century or a little later. 

Nobody has to be a genius in 
new math to see that this trend 


has to be Interrupted and soon. 
Even In the sixties, when the na- 
tion grew by more tham 24 0)10*? 

— half the population of Great 
Britain— the governments and In- 
stitutions of the country were hard 
put to deal with the complications. 

More of Everything 

More people, more consumption, 
more waste products, which 
mare houses, more schools, more 
cars, more roads, which means more 
dries, more pollution, more jobs 
in more factories producing still 
more pollution. This Is the omi- 
nous trend. 

Who said: Love makes the world 
go round? On the world scale the 
outlook Is a horror story. The first 
billion human beings on earth were 
not aHve together until 1880. By 
1930, there were two billion. Now 
there are three ana a half billion. 
President Nixon’s es timate is that, 
at present cates of growth, world 
population will be seven bfflJon. at 
the end of the century and there- 
after an additional biUum would 
be added every five years or less. 

This could bring the world to A 
standstill. This is Why DuBridge 

Is now questioning people's right 
to -have as many children as they 
can afford, and Egeberg is saying: 
“I think we are going to have to 
help the people of this co un try 
understand that their vital Interest 
and that of their children demands 
that we control the growth of 
population.'’ 

Moreover, there is an immediate 
advantage in this developing cam- 
paign for population control. For 
this is a subject in which the gov- 
ernment and the young and the 
poor have a common interest. . It is 
not only the language of politics 
that is changing, but the great 
Issues of politics as welL 

’Far once, the’ Nixon administra- 
tion and the university student 
leaders, and men of all races and 
parties, though, alas, not yet Of 
all religions, have a unifying chal- 
lenge and topic of debate in the 
oomisg year- No doubt they will 
divide on the cost, but on the 
objective of a manageable popula- 
tion in a deceit environment they 
should ba able to agree.

Those 6 Damned 5 Thirties 
Can’t Come Back Again

J^OME, Jan. 21.— For weeks. 

the fashion world has been 
buzzing with rumors that the 
current collections were going 
to be heavily Influenced by the 
thirties— and that the man re- 
sponsible for it is Piero Tosi, 
who did the costumes for Vis- 
conti's “The Damned.” 

Mr. Tosi. himself, doesn’t think 
for a minute that the thirties 
can came back. Recovering from 
a car accident— his right arm is 
still in a cast— Mr. Tosi said 
today that ' K 's technically Im- 
possible to revive the era for 
the simple reason that today's 
fabrics axe altogether different. 

"They’re much staffer than 
they used to be.” he said. “Take 
Chantilly lace for instance. In 
the thirties. It was morbidissimo 
— so fine it had the same bmp 
quality as chiffon. Any modem 
lace is brittle and coarse in com- 
parison.” 

In order to produce the mi- 
raculously beautiful fashions one 
sees in the “The Damned,” Mr. 
Tost had to start from scratch. 
That exquisite backless silver 
lame gown at the end of the 
film, for ’nstance, was made of 
a period fabric he found in 
Paris “In a little shop near the 
Opera.” The lace champagne he 
put on another eve n i n g dress 
in the opening banquet scene 
he found at Ferneries, but it, 
too, dated back to the thirties. 
Another gray-blue chiffon or- 
ganza was a leftover of Nicola 
Zecca's. a fashion house which 
used to service the Italian aris- 
tocracy. 

The Research 

It toOk Mr. ToJ four months’ 
research to elaborate the cos- 
tumes.

As the plot revolves around 
a very rich German family 
whose money comes from muni- 
tions, Visconti wanted to give 
the costumes an international 
flavor. "In those days, hfcb 
fashion was triumphantly and 
exclusively French.” Mr. Tosi 
said. “S'* I copied Vionnet — she 
invented bias— Patou, and those 
puffed sleeves in one of Ingrid 

Th aim's costumes were pure 
Schiaparelli*'’ 

Having studied practically 
every. seam. Mr. Tosi also took 
a microscopic look at the col- 
ora. Every color, as be ex- 
plains it, was in half and even 
quarter tones and that too can 
hardly he duplicated today. "In . 
the daytime, you had very sober 
colors," he said. “Gray, tor- 
tora (which Is beige with a 
slight prune tinge), bois de 
rose and melamana (prune with 
a dark gray sheen). The eve- 
ning was dominated by gold 
lam£, gold chantilly lace, pista- 
chio green, gray-blue .organza 
«*d of course, champagne/' 


All those colors were as in- 
definite as a summer cloud and 
pure white, as such, didn’t 
exist. AH the whites were ever 
so lightly tinted with blue, pink 
or ivory which Mr. Tosi thinks 
was much more becoming. 

The lingerie in “The Damn- 
ed" was also unbelievably au- 
thentic. If those lace inlays 
looked expensively hand -em- 
broidered, well. It’s because they 
were. As for the make-up, Mr. 
Tosi spent four hours each 
m nm i rig working on Miss Tim- 
lin's face, whitening the skin, 
penciling the eyebrows, darken- 
ing the eyes and supervising 
the Eugene wave. 

Silk Stockings 

The only thing he couldn't 
find were the silk stockings of 
that period. “I dug out some 
stunning ones which had be- 
longed to Contessa castiglione 
(she was Emperor Napoleon 
Hi's friend). But the minute 
the girls put them on, they fell 
to pieces.” So he had to sub- 
stitute with the finest nylon 
stockings but they too had to 
be specially made with the dark 
point and seam at the back. 

Mr. Tosi, 40. Is a Florentine 
with dark, sensitive finely 
chiselled features. He studied 
at the Accademia delle Arti in 
Florence, graduated at 23 and 
has made most of Visconti’s 
films. Including the spectacular 
“Leopard.” He’s a3so designed 
costumes for Marla Callas at 
Milan's La Scala and more re- 
cently Pasolini's “Medea” and 
“Fellini's Satyricon." 

With such an authoritative 
background, Mr. Tosi can be 
trusted when he says that thea- 
ter costume mid fashion desig n 
are totally unrelated. “They’re - 
completely different.” he said. 
“In. the theater a designer has 
to re-create an ambiance and 
delve into the actors' person- 
alities. The fashion designer 
works entirely from the outside. 
Look at Dior. He was a bril- 
liant fashion designer yet the 
theater costumes he produced 
were banaL” 

But what about all those 
touches of the thirties to the 
current Italian fashions. Gould 
it be that “The Damned” cos- 
tumes influenced today’s fash- 
ions to some extent? 

*T don’t know,” Mr. Tori said 
modestly. "Right now fashion 
is to such nhwna that the de- 
signers might get some inspirar 
tion from the re fi n e m en t or 
that period. In that sense my 
costumes might prove a positive 
influence.”

He declined to give a figure in 
forecasting the slowdown in price 
rises in the 'second, .half of this 
beyond saying he ‘‘was not 
about a tenth of a point 
at two.” 

Mt. McCriteken told .a White 
House press conference that *T 
am sure that by the second half 
of thfeyesa? there will be atignifl- 
rartt ' to~the price 

perfarmance.” 

However, he added that “I would 
not be optimistic of a dramatic im- 
provement.’ 1 

He made his forecast in releas- 
ing a Written statement by Presi- 
dent Nikon which acknowledged 
that the house-buflaing industry fa 
bearing a disproportionate -burden 
of current Inflationary pressures 
and the government's adtl -infla- 
tion measures.

Mr. McCracken said the effects

Banks Show Lukewarm Reaction 
To Fed Moves on Rate Ceilings 

WASHINGTON, Jah. 21 (Special).— ' Yesterday'S hike by 
the Federal Reserve Board in interest rate ceilings far com- 
mercial hawk* drew hikewarm reaction from b anker s • today. 

The move had been viewed as a rescue operation lbr the 
nation's 13,000 commercial banks, which collectively have 
suffered an outflow of deposits estimated as high as $18 bil- 
lion in the past year. 

But the banking community, while welcoming the sub- 
stantial increase in the oefltngs. noted that the new rates wffl 
still leaVe certificate of deposit rates somewhat below other 
short-term money market rates. Thus, they see no big inflow 
of funds Into the banks. 

. A.W. president of Bank of America, the nations 

largest commercial bank, said the Fed’s action “will not 
reverse the outward flow of funds” from the commercial 
s&T>ying system. 

"Under current circumstances, the long-delayed action by 
the Fed will not be sufficient to do the job and restore equity 
in our ftoaneM markets,” he said. 

The Fed itself said it had acted to help the banks to 
ston the massive outflow of funds, rather than stimulate an 
follow. It also stressed that the moves should not bo con- 
strued sa a relaxation of monetary policy in general 

The Fed yesterday raised the level of a number of ceilings 
on the interest rates commercial banks can pay on deposits— 
among them the tong-critf cteed 4125 percent c elli ng on deposits 
of $100,000 up which VJS. bonks depend an for much of their 
liquidity. Certificates of deposit of at least one year maturity 
and $100,000 car more Is 7.5 percent, up from 655 percent. The 
ghortesfc (30-59 day maturity) certificate of deposit could carry a 
&28 percent rate, up from 5A percent.

DENNIS THE MENACE 


npHE POET who most ingeni- 

I ousjy teste Rilke's assertion 
that all t.hing R are eligible for 
poetry Is, Ironically, not Rilke 
at all, who dotes on the sublime, 
but Auden, who for the past 
forty years or so has treated 
us to a poetry of elegantly in- 
clusive mention. Nothing seems 
alien to him, although some 
things he prefers -to others, even 
if. os he says, these favorite 
"dream linages date him": 
crossroads, moorlands, binocu- 
lars. chalk cliffs, alluvial flats, 
political and psychological hin- 
terlands, defunct industrial 
sites, enigmatic frontiers, secret 
agents, newsreel vignettes clin- 
ics, gasworks, and what, in 
this collection of thirty-sevra. 
new poems, he calls “miner's- 
l^rnp country,” “troll country, 
deadly to breathers.” 

Not that this la all, or even 
the best, of Auden; it's just the 
hardware he has made his own 
and uses to cut back the lyrical, 
halt it short of gush, or install 
it in a context that becomes 
almost disciplinary. The Auden 
m anner — terse, exact, explana- 
tory yet muscular ly alive— ac- 
commodates the full variety of 
his matter with a constant 
logistical calm which defies 
life's endless commotion. 

Essentially, his idiom is that 
of an appreciative survey, his 
tone is that of talk; and the two 
together provide a manner that 
seems to tell us it is worldly 
enough to be relied upon. Au- 
den enjoys classifying, typify- 
ing, marshaling at a distance, 
similar creatures under b an ner 
headline that lock: blas£ but in 
fact evince an Intelligent man's 
passion to sort out what's going 
on both within and without the 
“city.” Such an unsheltered 
poetry as "his entails a degree of 
order imposed, but behind the 
urbane labeling there Is always 
a care, a reverence — do m inant 
in this volume — far what he 
culls “the happy eachness of all 
tilings.” Few poets have learn- 
ed from Auden, although many 
should, how to delineate what 
is under their noses, making it 
as immediate in language as it 
is to the senses: 

Lodged in all is a set metro-

About half of these poems

meant to be pithy, gnomic, rare- 
ly surpass even this specimen: 
The Huguenot church bells 
were flogged, then baptized 
as Roman Catholics.

S TOCKHOLM.— When arc becomes the 
servant of the state, either as an 
instrument of national policy or propa- 
ganda, it is doomed to be decadent, and 
there is no better example than the 
current exhibition of "modem ceramics 
and porcelain” from Communist China 
at Ltljevalchs Art Gallery here. 

The exhibition has been arranged bv 
the (Communist 1 Chinese Embassy and 
the Sino-Swedish Society. Because this 
is one of the few Chinese embassies in 
Western Europe > outside of Scandinavia, 
there are only four of them, in London. 
Paris. The Hague and Bern', the exhibit 
provides an unusual opportunity for an 
insight into the art of Mao Tlse-tung s 
China. 

The visitor is told, in the preface to 
the catalogue, that Chinese art ■ is in- 
tended henceforth for “the workers, 
peasants and soldiers" and that the “cul- 
tural revolution" has wiped the slate 
clean of the past and laid the founda- 
tion for a new type of art “with a strong 
socialist character.”

flcation of Mao Tse-tung. Propaganda 
to be effective should be subtle or even 
disguised, but here it simply shrieks at 
the public. There is not a single object, 
among the 177 displayed, that is not 
connected in some way with Mao and 
the revolution. 

Plates, porcelain plaques and vases are 
decorated, with Mao portraits, landscapes' 
of Mao’s home in the mountai n s. Mao's 
achievements <new bridges, waterfalls, 
and power plants; , soldiers. Red Guards, 
peasants, and farm tractors. A curiosity 
is a jar decorated with two Vietnamese 
soldiers reading Mao's little “Red Book” 
“with admiration.” according to the cata- 
logue. The propaganda aspect Is not 
only monotonous, but the public is sur- 
feited.

The exhibition has evidently two 
purposes: first, to glorify Mao and the 
revolution and. second, to promote 
China's new “export" ware. (But it seems 
destined to fall on both counts. 

Perhaps never before has art been so 
regimented to serve a cause as the giori- 


In subject matter, there is a complete 
break with the past, but fortunately 
there remain technical links. Mao was 
able to order Chinese craftsmen to con- 
form to the ideas of the revolution, but 
he was not able to change their style of 
painting, nor the forms that have been 
handed down through centuries and have 
never ceased to inspire Chinese ceramic 
artists. Some of them have been copied, 
with only slight variations, from the 
earliest (Shang) bronzes to the present. 

The landscapes may relate to Mao, or 


As a side-line to the exhibition, there 
is a series of replicas oi large bronze 
statues erected in various parts of China 
to commemorate the revolution. They 
are realistic, massive -and often brutal. 
The theme is the "tyrannical" land-owner 
of the past and the "enslaved" peasant 
who has triumphed through the revolu- 
tion. 

These are the kind of statues to be 
found in the Soviet Union and other 
satellites countries that may. or may not, 
outlive their time (such as the series of 
Stalin statues that have been toppled 
in many countries). 


The impression the visitor carries away 
from this disheartening exhibition is that 
the “cultural revolution” has almost suc- 
ceeded in eradicating the glorious past of 
Chinese ceramics, but not altogether. 
There Is still a margin that may save the 
future of Chinese art. which has outlived 
upwards of 3,000 years of often turbulent 
cycles with relatively little damage. 

After the exhibition closes here Jan. 23. 
It will go on to Helsinki, Finland, and 
later to Paris.
